Council Again Told Period 
Lights Will Not Be Placed 
Or Maintained By Utility 


Addresses Civil War Conference

"period” lighting standards as 
asked by council and has found 
several types (rf fixtures available 
at the Hadco Aluminum Co., Lit­ 
tlestown. 
He added that if the town de­ 
cides to install period lighting it 
will have to buy the fixtures and 
maintain them. If, however, the 
town buys the plan of his utility 
to install 42 mercury vapor lights 
of 20,000 lumen power each as its 
"White Way” in tile center of 
the community, MEGO will fur 
nish 
the approximately $30,000 
needed for the installation and 
will install and maintain them. 
However the town’s electric bill 
will Ive increased approximately 
$2,400 per year to $6.302 64 per 
year. In a previous report to 
council Blettner said the mercury 
vapor lamps use less electricity 
than 
the 
present 
incadescent 
lights 
per 
lumen 
output. 
The 
present lights provide 4.000 lumen 
power each. 
W on't Furnish Cost 
Blettner said his company had 
no estimate of cost for period 
lighting, stating that the town, if 
it wants to know the cost will 
have to ask the manufacturer. 
Hadco. he said, had the present 
sample "1850-period” light placed 
last week on a standard on Lin­ 
coln Square at the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg, and also has a "Gettys­ 
burg” design recreating the orig­ 
inal gas lights that were placed 
in the town. 
He said he personally recom­ 
mends that, if the town wishes 
period lighting, it install mer­ 
cury 
vapor 
lights 
to 
provide 
what he termed "proper com­ 
mercial lighting” and have those 
wishing the period lights install 
a 
number of them along the 
streets at spots designated by 
the borough. Then, he said, the 
mercury vapor lights could be

“Gettysburg in 1863” was the 
topic discussed by Dr. Charles H.

tavern-keeper. 
I sold about IOO building lots near 
I this crossroads around 1785.” 
The state legislature created 
Adams County, named for John 
Adams, in 1800. Gettysburg was 
Incorporated as a borough, the 
first in the county, in 1806. When 
the 
Bank 
of 
Gettysburg 
was 
established in 1814, it indicated 
the town “was on its way,” the 
historian said. 
Favorably Located 
A city gasworks was organized 
in 1861. By 1863 Gettysburg had 
three newspapers. The railroad 
line reached here in 1858, but 
the tracks ended here. Thus Get­ 
tysburg was more favorably lo­ 
cated in respect to highways than 
railroads. 
“Gettysburg’s 
population 
in 
1860 was 2,200. Most of the towns­ 
people directly or indirectly pro­ 
vided services to the agricultural 
elements around the town. Get-

Town Council 
Purchases New 
Meter System; 
Hike Revenue 


Gettysburg 
borough 
council 
Monday evening "purchased” a 
new parking meter program which 
council was told will bring an ad­ 
ditional $16,000 per year into the 
borough treasury during each of 
the next three years and after 
that will gross at least $24,460 per 
year additional r<*enue. At pres­ 
ent the borough receives $27,200 
pe. from its meters. 
It will also provide “all-day 
parkers” with an opportunity to 
feed “ten-hour meters” at two 
hours for a nickel, and is ex­ 
pected. according to the report to 
council, to alleviate to a large ex­ 
tent the town’s parking problems. 
The new system will be in effect 
in about 30 days. according to 
James W. Pelt ingill. State Col­ 
lege, representative for the Koontz 
Equipment Co. of Pittsburgh, who 
explained the meter system to 
council. 
The system calls for installation 
of all new meters. The present 
315 meters will be traded in on 
the 473 meters that will be pur­ 
chased. 
Reports M ort Revenue 
Pettingill said he estimated that 
the town will receive an additional 
$2,160 per year from 27 new two- 
hour meters that will be installed, 
and will receive $4,800 from the 
124-new “ten-hour meters” which 
will permit parking at the rate of 
two hours for five cents. 
143 
meters will provide one-hour hour 
parking for five cents, an hour 
for ten cents. They will provide 
an additional $17,500 per year for 
the borough, Pettingill estimated. 
Total 
estimated 
revenue 
per 
year will be $51,600. Pettingill 
said. He added that his company 
had made 21 surveys in as many 
communities and as a result set 
up new m eter systems for those 
communities. In all towns except 
one, he said, the estimated in­ 
come had been more than met.

Not Finally Determined

WASHINGTON (AP) — Specu­ 
lation on the precise date for So­ 
viet Premier Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev’s visit to the United States 
ranged today from Sept. 8 to Sept. 
16. The choice depends at least in 
part on the Communist chief’s 
own planning for use of a world­ 
wide sounding board. 
Khrushchev has expressed in­ 
terest in being in this country 
when the United Nations Genera! 
Assembly convene* in New York 
Sept. 15. 
Officials close to the negotia­ 
tions for an exchange of visits be­ 
tween Khrushchev and President 
Eisenhow er insist nothing so exact 
as an arrival date has been de- 


Kremlin. in announcing the plan 
Monday, spoke only generally of 
mid-September with a stay of two 
or three days in Washington and a 
10-day tour of the country.

Sometimes the only way one 
can reason with a speed artist is 
to say it with flowers. 
Much has been said over the 
years in praise of cleanliness, but 
in motoring cleanliness is a ahort 
cut to trouble prevention. Dirt 
hides all manner of trouble in the 
making. 
One owner who took time out 
to wipe off the distributor cap 
discovered that it was cracked. 
This easily explained the poor ig­ 
nition he was getting. If the en­ 
gine block is clean, detection of 
oil leakage is simple. Recently I 
jaw a dirty engine put right back 
into the easy starting column 
simply with the aid of solvents 
applied to the fast idle and choke 
control leverage on the side of 
its carburetor. 
Geaning is an important part 
of inspection. Watch a seasoned 
mechanic work and you’ll find 
that he first wipes off suspected 
parts before he reaches for his 
tool kit. Much can be told about 
(he condition of the external walls 
of the tires by first washing them 
off. Leaking brake fluid on the 
side facing the car may be cov­ 
ering a dangerous cut or stone 
bruise.

Power At 
Cover-up 
Power assistance for braking, 
while a safety feature of definite 
value and a marked aid to driv­ 
ing ease, can be a temptation to 
overlook the health of the brak­ 
ing system itself. Power will serve 
as a cover-up for worn lining and 
need for brake adjustment. Even- 
though the brakes may be well 
below par they still will not be as 
hard to apply as the usual fully 
manual brakes. Owners who hap­ 
pen to have one car with power 
brakes and one without are thus 
not so likely to notice that the
